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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee: 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  19th  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Sunderland  for  the  year  1945. 

A  perusal  of  the  report  in  detail  will  show  that  there  is  no 
statistical  evidence  of  any  marked  ill-effects  upon  the  health  of  the 
people  as  a  result  of  the  years  of  war  and  the  period  following  the  war. 

The  birth-rate  was  20.0  which,  although  lower  than  the  previous  year, 
was  above  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years.  The  rate  for  the  126 

County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns  was  19.1. 

The  death-rate  was  12.9  which  was  below  the  average  of  the  last  ten 
years;  in  fact,  only  twice  has  the  rate  been  lower,  namely,  in  1936  when 

it  was  12.8  and  in  1938  when  it  was  12. V.  The  death-rate  for  the  126 

Great  Towns  was  13.5. 

As  regards  infant  mortality,  we  are  able  to  record  the  lowest  rate 
on  record,  namely,  55.  The  previous  lowest  rate  for  the  Borough  was 

in  1938  when  it  was  67.  We  have  never  compared  very  favourably  in  the 
past  with  England  and  Wales  or  the  Great  Towns,  but  for  1945  our  infant 
mortality  of  55  compares  very  favourably  with  the  rate  of  54  for  the 
Great  Towns  and  46  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  thus  showing  the 
better  chance  which  babies  have  that  are  born  in  climatic  conditions 
less  inimical  to  child  life  than  the  industrial  North. 

There  were  only  five  maternal  deaths  during  the  year,  resulting  in 
a  maternal  mortality  rate  of  1.47  per  1,000  live  and  still  births.  Of 
these,  three  were  due  to  unavoidable  causes  and  the  other  two  were  cases 
which  were  admitted  in  extremis  to  the  hospital  and  had  had  no  medical 
attention  prior  to  admission.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  1.79. 

Heart  diseases  and  Cancer  continue  to  be  overwhelmingly  the  two 
greatest  killing  diseases.  As  regards  the  latter,  with  the  formation 
of  the  North  of  England  Cancer  Organisation,  it  is  hoped  that  new  inroads 
will  be  made  which  will  diminish  the  deaths  from  this  disease  in  the  near 
future . 

Tuberculosis:  In  my  last  annual  report,  I  dealt  with  comparisons  of 

the  incidence  and  mortality  of  this  disease  before  and  after  the  war. 

In  this  report  I  am  recording  particulars  of  a  new  attempt  to  arrive  at 
information  at  a  much  earlier  stage  of  the  disease;  I  am  referring  to 
the  part  that  mass  radiography  has  played  in  ascertaining  the  disease  at 
its  commencement.  During  the  war,  the  Minister  of  Health  was  concerned 
about  the  number  of  recruits  who  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  military 
service  on  account  of  chest  conditions.  A  system  of  mass  radiography 
was  commenced  and  later  adopted  by  local  authorities.  This  consisted 
of  the  X-ray  photograph  of  a  chest  being  taken  in  minature  and  if,  on 
scrutiny,  any  abnormality  was  found,  a  large  film  was  taken  of  the  same 
chest.  In  Sunderland  towards  the  end  of  the  year  propaganda  was 
started  among  all  industrial  firms  with  a  view  to  stimulating  interest 
in  this  form  of  preventive  medicine  among  the  men  and  women  concerned, 
in  order  that  when  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  became  available  there 
would  be  a  ready  response.  This  propaganda  work  embraced  various  large 
firms  in  the  Borough  and  the  Unit  with  technicians  attended  and  carried 
out  examinations  as  per  the  following  table:-

The  Health  Committee  has  expressed  its  thanks  to  each  individual 
firm  for  their  co-operation.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table 
that  6562  miniature  films  were  taken  and  of  these*  316  showed  some  sign 
^of  abnormality.  On  examination  of  the  large  films,  46  persons  were 
referred  to  their  own  doctors,  32  of  whom  eventually  attended  the  T.B, 
Dispensary  as  warranting  further  examination.

It  will  be  seen  that  of  the  nine  cases  found  to  be  tuberculous ,  five 
were  admitted  to  Poole  Sanatorium,  one  to  the  General  Ho*spital,  and 
three  were  treated  at  home  under  observation.  Moreover,  of  the  nine 
cases  only  one  had  a  positive  sputum. 

It  Is  admitted  that  It  is  necessary  for  the  Unit  1>o  b<£  assembled  at 
the  works  if  the  greatest  number  of  employees  is  to  be  photographed, 
lhis  necessitates  dismantling  and  assembling  the  machine  o'ia  several 
occasions  during  its  stay  in  the  Borough,  resulting  In  several  days 
delay  with  a  great  increase  in  the  cost. 


The  apparatus  was  in  use  for  over  11  weeks  at  a  total  cost  of  £85  0 
and.  taking  the  minature  and  large  films  together,  6878  exposures  were 
made  at  a  cost  of  2/5jd  per  single  film.  This  expense  should  be 

reduced  in  future  operations  and  one  of  the  easiest  solutions  would  be 
for  the  Council  to  possess  its  own  machine  so  that  employees  could  visit 
the  Unit  at  a  convenient  centre,  thus  preventing  waste  of  time  and 
deterioration  through  constant  dismantling  and  re-assembling* 

Diphtheria:  At  the  end  of  the  year  59  per  cent  of  the  children 

under  the  age  of  15  years  were  protected  by  immunisation. 

Ev&fry  attempt  made  throughout  the  year  to  stimulate  interest  in 

matters  to  help  this  protection  being  carried  out.  Films  have  been 
shown  on  many  occasions,  posters  have  been  displayed  in  prominent  places, 
and  birthday  card  reminders  on  the  subject  have  been  sent  to  every  child 
in  the  Borough  to  reach  it  on  its  first  anniversary.  A  further  scheme 
has  been  put  into  operation  with  which  at  first  I  was  not  in  agreement 
and  which,  after  discussion  of  its  merits,  I  turned  down.  The  idea 

was  that  if  the  people  would  not  come  to  the  clinic  to  be  immunised  then 
the  clinic  should  be  taken  to  them  right  up  to  their  own  homes  in  the 
form  of  a  mobile  van  having  a  doctor  and  nurses  in  attendance.  It  seemed 

to  me  rather  to  lower  the  prestige  of  medical  science  by  carting  it  about 
from  door  to  door.  However,  I  was  pressed  by  my  Assistant,  Dr.  Browell, 
and  to  her  is  due  the  whole  of  the  credit  for  the  success  which  this 
scheme  has  accomplished.  From  the  very  beginning  things  happened 

which  fitted  in  with  the  scheme.  In  the  first  place,  a  Buick  saloon  car 
was  handed  over  to  the  Health  Committee  for  ambulance  and  other  medical 
needs.  At  the  same  time  the  Civil  Defence  Services  disposed  of  a  gift 
mobile  canteen  which  was  also  handed  over  to  the  Health  Committee. 

This  was  converted  into  an  ideal  van  which  was  towed  by  the  Buick 
car  and  thus  the  personnel  were  taken  to  the  scenes  of  operation  in 
comfort,  dignity,  and  speed. 

The  van  is  fitted  with  all  the  necessary  apparatus  for  sterilising 
syringes  and  needles  and  preparing  the  skin  for  an  injection. 

Of  the  1867  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  who  received  the 
two  protective  doses,  547  were  immunised  completely  through  the  medium 
of  the  mobile  van.  There  is  another  disease  which  in  the  future 

may  come  within  the  sphere,  in  the  protective  sense,  of  this  van, namely, 
Smallpox.  With  the  withdrawal  of  compulsory  powers  for  vaccination. 
Local  Authorities  will  bo  in  a  position  to  offer  vaccination  In  the  same 
way  as  they  are  now  offering  immunisation  for  Diphtheria. 

Private  Removals  to  Hospitals:  Ambulances,  with  drivers  and  male 

and  female  attendants,  together  with  stretchers,  blankets  and  hot  water 
bottles,  are  available  for  the  removal  of  private  patients  to  voluntary 
hospitals -and  from  voluntary  hospitals  back  to  their  homes  by 
communication  with  the  Ambulance  Officer  at  the  General  Hospital, 
Telephone  No,  56427.  During  the  year  2,487  patients  were  removed. 

Until  a  Central  Ambulance  Depot  is  constructed,  all  the  ambulances, 
with  the  exception  of  two  which  are  retained  at  the  General  Hospital  on 
a  24  hour  service  for  Emergencies,  are  kept  at  the  Ettrick  Grove  Garage 
previously  In  the  occupation  of  the  N.F.S. 

In  addition  to  the  two  ambulances  for  the  General  Hospital  and  the 
Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  the  Health  Committee  owns  three 
ambul&nces  -  adapted  vehicles  from  the  Civil  Defence  Service  -  and  two 
saloon  cars  for  sitting  cases  for  the  town’s  ambulance  work.  The 

adapted  vehicles  aro  being  made  more  comfortable  by  the  fixing  of  rear 
doors  in  place  of  the  flapping  canvas  covers. 

There  are  also  three  ambulances  and  one  saloon  car  used  for  E.M.S. 
purposes.  These  meet  ambulance  trains  and  convey  sick  and  casualty 
service  personnel  to  the  emergency  hospitals  In  the  area,  namely,  Cherry 
Khowle  Hospital,  Ryhope ;  Relton  Hospital,  Ghester-le-Street ;  Dryburn 
Hospital,  Durham;  and  the  Emergency  Hospital  at  Winterton.  They  also 
transfer  service  cases  between  hospitals  and  convey  service  cases  to 
hospitals  long  distances  from  Sunderland. 


Housing  Act  1936  s  We  have  started  repairs  under  the  Housing  Act 
and  the  difficulties  encountered  have  been:  (1)  Builders  obtaining 
labour;  and  (2)  Builders  getting  material*  But  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  the  position  was  eased  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  future  years 
a  serious  endeavour  will  be  made  to  carry  out  the  repairs  of  houses  and 
make  them  fit  for  human  habitation  as  speedily  as  possible. 

Water  Supply:  Throughout  the  year  the  closest  contact  has  again 

been  rr&intained  with  the  Engineer-General  Minager  and  Director,  and  the 
Chemist  and  Bacteriologist,  of  the  Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water 
Company. 

The  water  supply  in  the  Borough  has  been  entirely  satisfactory  both 
in  quality  and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  each  month  of  the  water 
from  the  wells,  the  reservoirs,  and  the  taps.

Blood  Transfusion:  The  Sunderland  Emergency  Blood  Transfusion 

Service  has  continued  its  useful  work  during  the  year:  959  donors  were 
bled  and  135  new  donors  enrolled.  The  number  of  new  donors  has  decreased 
during  the  period  following  the  conclusion  of  the  war  and  the  general 
public  should  remember  that  although  this  service  was  essential  during 
the  years  of  war,  it  is  no  less  essential  during  the  years  of  peace. 

The  custom  for  blood  transfusion  has  %  increased  and  the  supply  of 
donors  must  be  maintained. 

I  have  again  to  record  with  pleasure  the  continued  hard  and  effective 
work  carried  out  by  the  whole  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.

Of  the  237  samples  examined,  29(12.2  per  cent)were  non-genuine; 
while  in  1944  of  242  samples  examined  24(10  per  cent) were  n on-genuine. 


In  18  cases  letters  of  caution  were  sent  to  the  vendors  or 
manufacturers  of  the  samples.  In  6  cases  legal  proceedings  were 
instituted  in  3  of  which  convictions  were  obtained  and  3  cases  dismissed 
by  the  magistrates.  Two  of  these  cases  concerned  the  sale  by  a 
producer-retailer  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk, of  heat  treated  milk  as 
Tuberculin  Tested.  Subsequent  to  his  conviction  he  discontinued 
business.  In  another  case  a  sample  of  flour  was  found  to  contain  43 
per  cent  of  plaster  of  paris.  This  article  was  a  starch  substitute 
and  was  sold  by  mistake.  After  an  interview  with  the  manageress  of 
the  premises  a  letter  of  caution  was  3ent  to  the  firm.  In  5  cases 
no  action  was  taken.

Twelve  samples  of  drugs  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938  were 
also  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  purposes  of  the  above  named 
Act.  Seven  samples  were  genuine  and  five  were  n on-genuine  as  regards 
labelling  and  letters  of  caution  were  therefore  sent  to  the  vendors.

All  condemned  moat  and  offal  is  salvaged  by  tho  Ministry  of  Food 
salvage  department,  A  large  proportion  of  other  foodstuffs  condemned 
is  salvaged  for  animal  feeding. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  Ministry  of  Food  storage  depots 9  railway 
promises,  school  feeding  centres  and  other  premises,  all  by  request  as 
these  do  not  normally  come  under  supervision. 

There  has  been  some  improvement  in  conditions  at  the  three  government 
controlled  slaughterhouses  but  the  premises  are  insufficient  to  copo  with 
the  numbers  of  animals  slaughtered  nor  are  tho  premises  adapted  for  large 
killings.  In  all  throe  places,  office  accommodation  is  poor  and  there 
ore  no  aonvcnionces  in  tv/o  of  them.  At  Livingstone  Road,  tho  drains  wore 
repaired  and  tho  yard  surface  improved  by  provision  of  a  channel  to  carry 
off  surface  water, 

A  number  of  verbals  warnings  were  given  relating  to  choked  drains, 
accumulations  of  refuse  and  other  nuisances,  all  of  which  wore  abated. 

It  was  not  possible  to  visit  many  promises  for  purposes  other  than  food 
inspection.

Dr.  Corfiald  reports  a b  follow et- 

Out-patients*  Department;  In  this  busy  department,  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  number  of  patients  has  increased,  but  the  attendances 
reduced  by  3>000  in  comparison  with  the  year  1944*  For  the  last  six 
months,  we  have  carefully  gone  through  the  cases  and  only  those  cases  in 
which  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  complete  treatment  before  returning 
them  to  the  caro  of  their  own  doctor,  are  allowed  to  attend*  This 
’’weeding0  process  was  absolutely  necessary,  because  tho  attendances  becamo 
no  heavy  it  was  impossible  for  tho  medical  staff  to  get  through  the  work 
in  the  allotted  time. 

Maternity  and  Gynaecological  Department;  This  busy  section,  with  one 
small  instance^  shows  a  steady  incrcaso,  A  full  analysis  of  the  work  done 
will  bo  found  in  tho  attached  tables  together  with  Mr.  F*J.  Burke’s  report. 

Wo  had  to  refuse  281  applications  for  admission  through  shortage  of 
beds.  Thorc  appears  to  be  an  increasing  pressure  from  the  County.  Although 
tho  exponso  of  such  cases  from  the  County  are  covorod  by  tho  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  it  is  not  always  possible  to  admit,  because  we  have  to 
put  our  local  function  first  in  fairnoss  t  .*  the  Sunderland  xoooplo.  An 
additional  matornity  block  is  badly  needed. 

X-Ray  Department:  As  last  year,  this  department  again  shows  a  marked 
increase  in  work  generally.  There  is  increased  work  in  connection  with  tho 
T.B.  Dispensary,  routino  examination  of  staffs,  and  the  coming  increasing 
demands  from  the  County.  Again,  I  must  stross  that  in  any  future  building 
scheme,  new  plant  and  floor  space  will  have  to  bo  included. 

Massage,  Elec trotherapeutio  and  Rehabilitation  Department :  Here 
will  be  noted  anofhor  slight  reduction  in  figures  owing  to’ the  fact  that 
the  military  pationts  are  now  practically  nil. 

Almoner:  Miss  Gregory  is  still  very  active  and  her  department  is 
constantly  called  upon. 

Emergency  Modical  Servico  cases:  There  were  118  such  cases  remaining 
in  hospital  at  the  end  of  1 $44#  T94  were  admitted  during  the  past  year, 

Tho  admissions  from" this  source  have  been  greatly  roducod  owing  to  tho 
cessation  of  hostilities.  This  has  certainly  relieved  the  office  work  a 
littlo. 

Academic  Successes:  The  training  school  results  have  been  very 
satisfactory  and  we  moro  than  hold  our  own  in  this  respect  with  the 
surrounding  training  schools.

Central  Midwives  Board  Examination  (Soc  Mr.  Burke’s  report) 

General  Admissions  and  Discharges;  Here  again  we  show  a  falling  off 
in  the  figures  owing  lio  tho  steady  progressive  declino  in  tho  number  of 
Service  admissions.  The  ordinary  admissions  and  discharges  still  show  a 
close  relationship  to  provious  years,  that  gives  you  an  idoa  of  the 
difficulty  we  havo  in  finding  accommodation.  The  discharge  of  Military 
cases  qid  not  materially  help  our  bed  state  because  one  ward  was  sot  aside 
for- this  particular  typo  of  case  and  a  further  ward  that  wo  temporarily 
appropriated  from  the  P.A.C.  has  now  boon  returned. 

Tho  avorage  daily  stay  of  patients  has  gone  up  to  21.8  against  17*9 
for  tho  previous  year,  the  reason  being  that  wo  havo  boon  saddled  with 
chronic  cases,  owing  to  the  infirm  wards  of  tho  P.A.C,  being  apparently  full 

Tho  average  daily  numbor  in  hospital  (excluding  infants  in  the  •  maternity 
department)  at  339  is  slightly  up  in  comparison  with  the  provious  year  which 
stood  at  336. 

Wo  still  have  to  reluctantly  rofuso  many  acute  casos  owing  to  tho  numboj 
of  chronic  casos  in  hospital,  that  wo  simply  aannot  get  rid  of,  owing  to  tho 
fact  that  they  either  have  no  home  to  go  to  or  anyone  to  look  aftor  thorn, 

I  suggested  last  yoar  that  if  possible  a  large  building  should  be  obtained, 
even  it  is  outside  the  Borough  Boundary,  to  house  say  50  male  and  50  female 
chronic  medical  cases.

Again  Toxaemia  and  heart  disease  are  the  maino teases  of  death  and  it 
is  difficult  to  influence  the  progress  of  disease  in  the  worst  casos  of 
this  type. 

Stillbirths  and  Neonatal  Doaths : 

The  number  of  stillbirths  is  approximately  the  same  as  in  1944,  but 
it  is  gratifying  to  record  a  considerable  fall  in  the  neonatal  deaths. 

In  1944  there  wore  60  neonatal  deaths  and  in  1945  this  figure  is'1 
reduced  to  27.  Much  credit  for  this  is  duo  to  the  medical  and  nursing 
staff  for  the  painstaking  care  they  have  shown  with  the  premature  infants, 
and  only  1 6  of  these  infants  died.

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SECTION  Q . 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DIEASES. 


There  was  a  considerable  incroase  in  the  number  of  infectious 
diseases  compared  with  the  previous  year,  mainly  accounted  for  by  tho 
notification  of  2302  cases  of  Measles  as  compared  with  665  for  tho 
previous  year.  There  wore  234  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  os 
against  214  in  1944.  There  was  a  decrease  of  218  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  pneumonia  and  271  less  notifications  of  Whooping  Cough, 

25  fewer  cases  of  Pneumonia  and  16  fewer  cases  of  Diphtheria.

Dr.  Thorp  reports  as  follows: - 

613  patients  wore  admitted  and  69  remained  in  hospital  at  the 
end  of  1945. 

During  the  year  wards  wore  closed  owing  to  shortage  of  staff. 

Fewer  mild  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  admitted  and  in 
particular  Diphtheria  Carriers  showed  a  fall.  Cases  admitted  wore  on 
the  whole  serious  and  required  hospital  treatment. 

The  death  rate  was  also  below  the  normal  and  was  chiefly  due  to 
Tuberculosis  (16  cases)  and  Meningitis  of  other  forms  than  Tuberculosis. 
Death  ensued  in  some  cases  which  were  admitted  moribund  or  late  in 
the  disease. 

Considerable  increase  of  work  has  been  caused  in  carrying  out  the 
routine  examinations  of  nurses  and  other  staff  now  desired  by  tho 
authorities..

The  figures  show  a  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  Syphilis.  The 
new  cases  for  1945  total  156  as  against  176  in  1944.  Gonorrhoea 
remained  stationary,  the  number  being  about  equal,  viz.,  252  as 
against  254.  (These  figures  do  not  include  transfers  from  other 
centre  s . ) 

The  large  increase  in  Non-  V.D.,  patients  is  marked.  IVhny  of 
these  in  the  male  section  are  ex-service  cases  suffering  from  non¬ 
specific  urethritis,  who  are  still  under  observation,  and  in  the 
female  section  Is  attributable  to  the  publicity  campaign  and  to  the 
numbers  of  pregnant  women  sent  by  Welfare  Centres  for  routine  W.Rs. 

Regulation  33B  has  not  been  successful  in  this  district  in 
bringing  contacts  under  examination  and  treatment. 

The  Military  have  been  helpful  in  notifying  us  of  V.D.,  in 
married  soldiers  belonging  to  this  district;  and  by  this  means  we 
have  succeeded  in  getting  quite  a  few  contacts  to  attend. 

138  seamen  attended  during  the  year  of  whom  31  were  foreigners. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  wore  25  more  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified,  during  the  year 
(23  pulmonary  and  2  n on-pulmonary) ,  than  in  the  previous  yoar.  As 
regards  the  deaths  from  this  disease,  there  was  a  total  increase  of 
19?  namely,  17  pulmonary  and  2  non-pulmonary. 

During  the  year  204  cases  of  pulmonary  and  85  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  notified  making  a  total  of  289  cases.  Of  thoso,  148 
w ore  ma  le s  and  1  41  f oma le  s .
